THE FISHERIES QUESTION. 


Correspondence Between Secretary Bayard 
and Minister "Wert, 

WASHINGTON, December &8.—The president 
today transmitted to congress the correspond- 
ence which has taken place in regard to the 
Canadianffisheries disputes and a letter from the 
secretary of state on the same subject. 

Following is the president's letter of trans- 
mittal- 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: I 
transmit herewith a letter from the secretary of 
state, which is accompanied by correspondence in 
relation. to the rights of American fishermen in 
British North American waters, and commend to 
your favorable consideration the suggestion that a 
commission be authorized by law to take perpetuat- 
ing proofs of the losses sustained during the past 
yearby American fishermen owing to their un- 


iniedly and unwarranied treatment by local au- 
inorities of the maritime  provinges of 
the cominion of Canada, may 


have oceasion hereafter to make. further recom 
meucations during the present session for such 
reinecial jegisiation as may become necessary for 
the protection of the-rights of ouritizens engaged 
in open sea fisheries in north Atlantic waters.

DEPARTMENT OF State, WASHINGTON, December 
8, 1886.—Tothe President: fhe secretary, of state 
Bas the honor to submit to the president, with the 
yiew to lis communication to congress, correspon- 
cence relative to the fisheries in waters adjacent to 
british North America, which has taken place dur- 
ing the. present year. It will disclose the action of 
this department ancof our minister toGreat Britain 
in reiniion to the disputed construction of the eon- 
‘gution of 1818, and what has been doue to procure 
Sich un “interpretation of its provisions as will be } 
acceptable to both parties to that iystrument and 
consistent. with their mutual interest. and honor. 
From time to time, since the conclusion of the 
Lreaty of 1834, differences have arisen between the 
two kovernments as to the cxtent of rentinciation 
by the Laited States of their former fishing rights 
in common,in waters of British North America 
and the true definition of the rights and privileges 
retained by and expressly guaranteed 
to the United States-in the first article of :

AND THREE NECKS IN DANGER 


THEREFOR. 


A Shocking Story of Moral Depravity from North 


Carclina—An Abandon @ Woman Compasses 
the Murder of Her Husband—The Ac- 
complices in the Terrible Deed.

THE CRIME NARRATED. 


The history of the terrible affair is as follows: | 
. D, Owens, a white ‘man, was a merchant at 


Creswell, Washington county. His wife wasa 
woman with whom in early life he had con- 
tracted a liaison, and whom he married later, 


in defiance of the ridicule of friends and the , 


entreaties of his relatives. He was, therefore, 
cast off, and though a man of respectable fam- 
ily, was cut off from all social intercourse. Mrs. 
Owens had several children born before wed- 
lock, and one of these, a daughter twenty 
years of age, was suspected of intimacy 
with a negro‘named James Ambrose. The lat- 
ter was a desperadoand outlaw, and.was a man 
who sometime since set fire to the jail at Har- 
rell county, while a fprisoner therein, and so 
made his escape. Owens, angry at the girl’s 
love for Ambrose, locked herup. Her mother 


took her part, not objecting to her intimacy © 


with Ambrose. This led toa quarrel, and final- 
ly to Owens’s death. The quarrel occurred last 
September, and Mrs. Owens, her daughter and 
Ambrose at once began to plan to kill Owens. 
GETTING READY FOR THE KILLING. 
They admitted to their confidence Isaac Jones 
end Stack Simpson. All agreed that the wife 


should poison her husband. She gave him poi- 


son, but in too great quantities, aud he was 
only made sick. The failure of the plan enrag- 
cd Mrs. Owens. She conferred again with 
Jones, who was looked up to by all the conspir- 
ators. Jones advised her te give her husband 
an epiate, and said that when he was under its 
influence at night she conld givethe signal. 
They would enter the house, take Owens from 
the bed and crown 
hot water. Mrs. Owens heated 
the water and administered the opiate. She 
gave the signal and her negro allies entered. 
Uwens was only partially stupified, aad all the 
party stood by his bedside. Jonesdeclared that 
it was unsafe to make the attempt to end his 
life in that way. Mrs. Owens, furious atthe 
repeated failures, urged them to shoot him. 
Jones concurred in her idea, and said that as 
enough were present to do the deed, he would 
go to his church. It was agreed that the ne- 
groes should return laterin the night and make

‘im to the floor and drawing a revolver at- 
1empted to shoot him. 

AMBROSE PUT OUT OF THE WAY. 

Vosnight seized a revolved, but Ambrose, 
drawing another, again attempted to shoot 
~pruill, BHosnight then fired on him, blowing 
uff the top of his skull. Concealed in Ambrose’s 
house was Stack Simpson, who was arrested. 
He confessed the deed, and revealed the awiul 
crime above stated. He said that Ambrose 
shot Owens, and also that Mrs. Owens had 
)romised each of them $20 and a pair of shoes 
tor killing her husband. 

VERIFYING THE STATEMENT. 

To verify Simpson's statement, they took him 
to Mrs. Owens’ door. She came out when 
“imyson called, and Bosnight and Spruill, who 
were concealed, heard her acknowledge her 
cbligation for killing Owens. She told Simp- 
son to callin the morning and get his money. 
this horrible woman then returned to the 
house, where she had her paramour. The men 
entered and arrested her. The people were 
furious, and came uear lynching her and her 
two accomplices, but they were safely jailed. 
Later they moved the case from Washington to 
Veanfort county. Yesterday upon the witness 
stand, Simpson testified in his own behalf, and 
retold all the horrible story, and his statement 
cuused profound sensation.

SAVANNAH, Ga., December 8.—[Special.]— 
The writ of mandamus issued by the Alexander 
party against the Central railroad directors was 
made returnable on the 18th. It had very little 
effect on the market, though supplemented today 
by an appeal from General Alexander to the stock-

CICERO DARBEY’S CASE BEFORE 
BIBER SUPERIOR COURT.

eve of the most important cases on the Bibb 
eounty superior court docket was called, Cicero 
Darby was brought from the cell where he has 
spent so many lonely days, and arraigned before 
the court on a charge of murder, 

The history of the cass is that Darby and 
James Rittenberry bad a lite difficulty over 
gome money due the former by the latter. They 
met on Poplar street near Burdick’s store, and 
afier a few hot words Darby stabbed Rittenber- 
ry with asmall pocket knife. The blade. en- 
tered the abdomen, and from the effects of the 
wound Rittenberry died, Darby was arrested 
and placed in prison. The killing occurred 
Feptember 19, 1885, and the case has just now 
been brought to trial. 

Roth men had families. Of course there were 
various rumors, as to the justification of the 
crime. Some claimed it was maurder,..while 
others leaned toward the idea that theré were 
extenuating circumstances connected with the 
Ruling. 

Darby came ont ot his cell. looking. well 
teday, and walked into court smiling ané hope- 
fal Jooking. Solicitor-Goneral J. L. Harde- 
man appeared for the state, supported by 
Messrs. Dessau & Bartlett, Thp defense was 
represented by Messre. Jemison & Reed, J.C. 
Howland and J. G. Blount. 

Five panels were exhausted before the nec- 
essary twelve jurors were chosen. On the first, 
second and third two men each were selected, 
and on the fourth feur, and fifth the remain- 
ingtwo.

A Probable Suit for Fifty Thousand Dollars 
Damages. 

Aveusta, Ga., December 8.—[Special.]—For 
some weeks past rumors have been in circula 
tion on the streets in regard to the affairs of the 
Augusta saving bank. Each one was denied in 
succession, however, before assuming definite 
shape, but from the number, nature and sur- 
rounding circumstances, the public naturally 
suepected that where there was so much smoke 
there must be some fire. The bank bas for 
years been considered a splendidly payiug in- 
stitution, lending moaey ai a high rate on first- 
class security. It was a matter of congidera- 
ble surprise, therefore, when it. became- known 
that no dividend was declared this tint. Piasb- 
lic curiority was further heightened a few days 
thereafier by an advertisement for the sale of 
a Jarge block of stock belonging to a prominent 
director. The cashier, Mr. J. 8. Bean, is a 
partner inthe tobacco manufactory of Russ, 
Carter & Co., which had the misfortune 
of being burned a short time ago 
for the second time in two years, It is thought 
that the accumulation of business cares and 
Jabors prostrated Mr. Bean under such a severe 
spell of ilimess that after partial recovery, he 
has gone up to Oxford, Ga., to recuperate. All 
of the above circumstances has tended to aug- 
ment curiosity and provoke comment, and in- 
numerable rumors, damaging alike to the busi- 
ness standing and private character, gained 
currency. Mr. Alfred Baker, the president of 
the bank, is also president of the Georgia 
chemical works, which sustained a heavy loss 
from defalcation a year or so ago. He was 
called upon, but no information could be 
gained from him. Today it is rumored that 
im consequence of the damaging reports, Mr. 
Bean intends entering suit against Mr. Baker 
for defamation of character, in the: sum of 
$50,000. Twiggs & Verdery have been con 
suited by the plaintiff. Foster & Lamar are 
the bank's regular attorneys and will probably 
represent Mr. Baker.

REV. SAM JONES’S NEW CHARGE, 


The North Georgia Orphans’ Home Turned 
Uver to Him. 

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., December 8.—[Special.] 
Rev. S:m Jones returned from Augusta Tues 
day morning, where he had been atvending the 
setsion of the North Georgia conference. He 
was seep by a Courant reporter and questioned 
as to the transfer of the North Georgia Or- 
phans’ home, at Decatur, to his entire charge 
and control. In reply to the query as to his 
present relations to the orphans’ ho ne. and in 
what respect it differed from his relations to it 
in the past, Mr. Jones said: 

“The trustees of the orphans’ home have 
turned over their management to myself. Not 
only the maintenance of the home rests upon 
me, but the superintendent, matron and teach. 
ers are selected and appointed by me.” 

“Have yuu fixed upon any persons for these 

ares?” 

“Mr. Holleman, of Rome, comes best recom- 
mended to me for superintende.t. He was for 
seven years in charge of the Augusta orphans’ 
home. ‘Ihe office of superintendent isa very 
m) Ortan: one, the superintendency and care of 
a number of children. The superintendent 
ought to be an intelligent, culiured and busi- 
ness man. The matron should be a motherly 
woman, warm hearted; intelligent and econom- 
ical. With first-class management at the home, 
and an economical administration of its fiaan- 
cial fea ures, I hope to make the home com- 
mend itself to all people everywhere, who be- 
lieve in caring for those who have no one to 
care fer them.” 

‘Will you have an advisory board to assist in 
i s control?’ 

“Mr. R. A. Hemphill and Mr. W. A. Gregg. 
both trustees in tho old board, will assist me 
with counsel and practical efforts for the ad- 
vancement of the home:”’ 

“How many are in the home now?” 

“About forty, perhaps, equally divided be- 
tween boys and girls. By the way, in speaking 
just now of Messrs. Hemphill and Gregg, I 
want to say that they ‘are not only first class 
business men, but their hearts lie right along 
ona line with the work which I have asked 
them ty help me in. It may be with a first 
class superintendent that the home will man- 
age itself, aud that I will have but little else to 
do farther than to see that they have the funds 
necessary for its maintenance.” 

Upon what conditions did the trustees turn 
over the home to you? 

“I made three propositions to the board of 
trustees, 

‘1. That I would buy their home and take the 
children, 

‘2. That I would take the children and they 
keep the home and plantation, or that they 
could put six ladies as trustees of the home, 
with one gentleman as chairman of the board 
and ex-officie treasurer. I felt that under its 
past Maragement the home was not developing 
and culminating according to my idea of an 
orphans home. The board of trustees are all 
(hristian gentlemen, but they are scattered 
throughout the state, and besides are all busy 
men, with enough to do without this extra tax 
upon their time and mind.” 

§Von’t you find thisa very pressing burden 
on vou? 

“The difference between tha old and new 
management will be simply that the responsi- 
bility is concentrated upon one man. The 
board of trustees considered the three proposi- 
tions, and by resolution turned the home and 
children over to me to be run in accordance 
with the fundamental rules of the charter, and 
also appointed a committee which will report 
within the nexttwenty days, to investigate the 
legal features as to their disposition of the 
property they hold in trust. I found in talk- 
‘ng with several of the beard that they were 
willing, if there was no legal 
impediment, to deed the property 
to a board of trustees named by my- 
self, who would hold the property in trust and 
fee simple for the use and benefit of an or- 
phan’s home. It is my purpose, as soon as this 
question is settled by the board, to erect addi- 
tional buildings and make for the orphans of 
ny state a refuge and a home that will be an 
bonor to the state and a blessing to hundreds 
of orphans and children. I feel that in the 
providence of God He has pat me where [ can 
do something that will be permanent in its 
ebaracter and broad and beneficial to orphans 
in its work. The action of the old board of 
trustees in the matter of the disposition of 
their property, will determine whether 
[ will put additional there or whether 
the home will ‘te located elsewhere. It 
is the purpose of my heart and mind, if God 
shall spare my life, to build up and endow an 
orphans’ home as near my ideal of what such a 
thing should be as possible. I have visited 
many ofthe orphans’ homes of the United 
States and Canada, and I never have gone into 
ene of these well managed homes but what I 
have felt that Georgia must have something 
like them and if 1 live she shall have as good as 
the best.” 

The home is not sectarian, is it? 

“No, it is not sectarian in its practical work- 
ing.” 

To whom should applications for admission 
be made? 

“All applications for admission must be ad- 
dressed to the superintendent of the orphans’ 
home, Decatur, Georgia.

A Singular Southern Industry. 

According to a correspondent of the New 
York Commercial Advertiser, the largest 
house in the world engaged in the collection 
of medicinal herbs, roots, barks, gams and 
berries is conducted by two brothers at 
Statesville, N. C. 

These brothers do a business of $100,000 a 
year, handling more than 2,000 varieties, 
weighing upwards of 2,000,000 ponnds, 
Shortly after the war they started business in a 
very small] way. At first they dealt chiefly in 
ginseng, for which there is always’a big de- 
mand in China. Snrakeroot was also looked 
after, and the business grew to such an ex- 
tent that the brothers secured the services of 
an eminent botanist. 

The trafic increased, until 40,000 persons 
are kept busy collecting herbs and delivering 
them to 400 or 500 different stores scattered 
over some thirty counties in western North 
Carolina. These collectors are chiefly 
women, children and old men. 

Nothing could have been more unpromis- 
ing than this business when the brothers 
started it. Yet, with pluck, industry and 
judicious mamagement, it bids fair to pan 
out millions. We cannot afford to scorn 
small enterprises. They are the forerunners 
of bigger things.

A beautifal woman was found at 
a hotel snffering from a large dose of chloral 
and morphine. She was carried to a hospital 
and the charge of attempted suicide was duly 
entered. The woman’s hushand came hastily 
from a distant city when he heard the news, 
and is now watching by his wift’s bedside. 
He is a wealthy man, and there has been 
nothing in his home life to drive his wife to 
- suicide. 
has heen afflicted with neuralgia for years, 
and that when she was driven to frenzy by 
her pains she took the dangerous dose. 

One would naturally suppose that in any 
civilized community the woman would be al- 
lowed to go home with her husband assoon as 
she is able to travel. Notabitofit. They 
don’t do business that way in New York. - 
Already a special policeman has been sta- 
tioned in the hospital. He shares the hus- 
band’s anxious watch. Assoonas the sick 
woman is able to stand he will drag her off 
to jail, and a strong effort will then be made 
to send her to the penitentiary for a term of 


Of course the law ought to be vindicated, 
but what shall we say of foolish laws, crue] 
laws and laws passed by a heartless, wicked 
people in the interests of sham civilization 
and sham morality? - . 

McClellan and Stanton. 

The memoirs of General McClellan, which 
have just been issued in book form by 
Charles L. Webster & Co., are of absorbing 
interest, if we are to judge from the advance 
sheets which the publishers have sent ont to 
the newspapers. No fact is more clearly 
established than that McClellan was one of 
the most amiable of men, and it is this that 
gives weight to his crushing exposure of the 
sneeessfel efforts of Stanton and others to 
humiliate him. His volume makes plain what 
bas heretofore been only a matter of sus- 
pidon, namely: that campaigns were begun 
and ended, vast movements inaugurated and 
tremendous sacrifices made of the soldiers 
in the field for the purpose of keeping a 
political party in power. In other words, 
with perhaps the single exception of Lin- 
colm, those in power managed affairs not for 
the purpose of saving the union, but for the 
purpose of perpetuating the republican party. 

The trouble with McClellan was that he 
was a democrat, and that he was patriotic 
enovgh to take an interest in polities.- He 
was doomed to failure from the first, not be- 
cause be was an incapable commander, but 
begause he was an active democrat. He was 
ham pered and crippled at every turn, driven 
inte movements which his judgment did not 
approve and urged into campaigns which he 
felt would result disastrously. When he 
was in the field he was harrassed by the 
authorities at Washington in every way that 
human ingenuity could invent, and when he 
wae in Washington he was met by the du- 
plicity and double-dealing of Stanton. 

The most interesting portion of McCiellan’s 
book is devoted to a description of Stanton 
and his methods. This description com- 
prises the genera] impression as to Stanton’s 
character, Both at the north and the south 
there has been a belief that Stanton was not 
only crue} and unrelenting, but that he was 
upacrupulous and dishonest to the ivet de- 
gree. ‘These memoin of McClellan give ad- 
Gitional basis for this belief. The whole 


/ 
The explanation is that the patient } 
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| undonbtedly understood Stanton’s character, 


and despised him, but Stanten was a valno- 
able man asa tool, cringing and superservice- 
able, and the president used him for all he 
was worth, 

The moment the republican leaders dis- 
covered that they could not make a party 
tool of McClellan, it became their policy to 
ruin him, and they sueceeded. His language 
and actions were misrepresented to Lincoln, 
and it was with the greatest difliculty that 
he fonnd an occasional opportunity to con- 
verse with the president. Stanton and his 
colleagues were afraid that if a democrat 
like MeClellan achieved conspicuous success 
in the field, the success of the republican 
party at the north would be endangered, and 
they therefore went to work -deliberately to 
make a military failure of McClellan. . This 


fact- accounts for the abuse which that gene- 


ral received at the hands.of the republican 
organs, and makes clear the means that were 
employed to lead him on to defead 

‘They determined to ruin me in any event 
and by any means,”’ says McClellan; ‘‘tirst 
by endeavoring to force me into premature 
movements, knowing that a failure would 
probably end my military career; afterwards 
by withholding the means necessary to 
achieve success. ”’ 

In regard to Stanton, General McClellan 
had no doubt-that he was one of the most 
treacherous of men. His comments on the 
great war secretary are worth quoting. He 
Says: 

From the light which has since been thrown on 
Stanton’s cheracter I am satisfied that from au early 
dete he was in the treasonable conspiracy, and that 
his course in ingratiating himself with me, and 
pretending to be my friend betore he was in office, 
was only a part of his long system of treachery. 

] had never seen Mr. Stanton, and probably had 
not even heard of him, before reaching Washing- 
ion in 1861. Not many weeks after arriving I was 
int_educed to him as a safe adviser on legal points. 
From that moment he did his best to ingratiate 
himself with me, and professed the warmest friend- 
ship and devotion. I had no reasou to suspect his 
sincerity, and, therefore, believed him to be what 
he professed. The most disagreeable thing about 
him was the extreme virulence with which. he 
abused the president, the administration aad the 
republican parity. Hecarried thistosuch an extent 
that I was often shocked by it. 

Stanton never spoke of the president in any way 
than as the “original gorilla,” and often said that 
Du Challu was a fool towander all the way te Africa 
in search of what he could g0-easily have found at 
Springfield, Iii: Nothing could be more bitter than 
his words and manner always were when speaking 
of the administration and the republican party. He 
never gave them credit for honesty or patriotism, 
aud yery seldom for any ability. 

At some time during the autumn of 1861 Secretary 
Cameron made quite an abolition speech to some 
newly arrived regiment. Next day Stanton urged 
me to arrest him for inciting to insubordination. 
He often advocated the propriety of my seizing the 
government and taking affairs intomy own hands. 

As he always expressed himself in favor of put- 
ting down the rebellion at any cost, I always re- 
garded these extreme views as the ebullitions of an 
intense.and patriotic nature, and sometimes wasted 
more or less time iu endeavoring to bring him to 
more moderate views, never dreaming that all the 
while this man wasin close communication with 
the very men whom he so violently abused. His 
purpose was to endeavor to climb upon my shoul- 
ders and then throw me down. , 

Referring to the republican leaders and 
their intrigues for the success of their party 
rather than for the success of the union cause, 
General McClellan writes: 

They determined that I should not succeed, and 
carried out their determinations only too well and 
at a fearful sacrifice of blood, time and treasure. In 
the east alone it is quite safe to say that we unneces- 
sarily lost more thana quarter of « milliionin killed,. 
wounded and prisoners in consequence of my being 
withdrawn from the peninsula and not properly 
supported. Taking both east and west and count- 
ing the losses also by disease, I do not doubt that 
more than half a million of men were sacrificed 
unnecessary for the sake of insuring the success of a 
political party. 

1 do not base my assertions as to the motives of 
the radical leaders upon mere surmises, but upon 
facts that have frequently come to my knowledge 
during the war and xince. For instance, Major 
Charles Davies, once professor of mathematics at 
West Point, iold me, and at a differént time told 
General Joseph E. Johnston, the following story: 
He said that during the very early part of the pe- 
ninsuler campaign he was ove.of a commission sent 
from New York to urge more vigorous actionin sup- 
porting me. They called upon the president and 
found Mr. Stanton with him. In reply to their 
statements of the purpose of their visit, Mr. Stanton 
siated that the great end-andaim of the war was to 
ebolish slavery. To end the war before the nation 
was ready for that would be a failure. The war 
must be prolonged and conducted so as to achieve 
that. Thatthe people of the north were not yet 
ready to accept the view, and that it would not 
answer to permit me to succeed until the people had 
been worked up to the proper pitch on that question. 
That the war would not be finished till that result 
was reached and that, therefore, it was was not their 
policy to strengthen General McClellan so as to in- 
sure his success. & 

I have heard from ihe best authority many in- 
stances in which the same views were, expressed by 
other prominent radical leaders. Under date of 
April 7, 1862, Genera) Franklin, in a letter inform- 
ing me of the circumstances attending the with- 
holding of McDowell’s corps, of which his division 
formed a part, writes: ‘McDowell told me that it 
was intended asa blow at you. That Stanton had 
said that you intended te work by stratecy and not 
by fighting; that all of the opponents of the poliey 
of the administration centered around you—in 
Other words, that you had political aspirations. 
There was no friend of yours present to contradict 
theee statements, of course.’’ 


A Literary Rascal. 

A few months ago the Céntury magazine 
contained an article which purported to de- 
ecribe “Life on the Alabama,’’ and to have 
been written by ‘“‘One of the crew.’’ The 
illustrations of the article were ‘‘Aftera 
sketch by the author.’’.JIt slandered 
Semmes and his officers and the gallant men 
who sailed and fought with the Alabama. A 
more vicious and raseally article was never 
printed. It appeared, however, in the war 
‘series of ihe Century, and the presumption 
was that the article came from responsible 
hends. P. D. Haywood was given as the 
neme of the author. 

From the first Tue ConsriruTion be- 
heved this account to be a forgery and a 
slander. We had read everything concern- 
ing the crew of the Alabama, and we knew 
that Haywood was either a myth or a liar— 
prebably both, We sent a correspondent to 
talk with Captain McIntosh Kell, the exeau- 
tive oflicer of the Alabama, He at once ex- 
posed the slander. He took the story up, 
point by point, and showed that it was im- 
possible for certain incidents to have bap- 
pened. -Ships were ‘‘taken’’ in the wrong 
place, fights occurred in certain harbors into 
which the Alabama never went, and riots on 
certain land where the crew of the Alabama 
never landed. We published this exposure 
prompily and called on The Century and all 
concerned to give this clear and unanswer- 
able vindication of Admiral Semmes, his 
officers and his crew, It now transpires that 
P. D. Haywood isa fraud. He has borne 
several names and has disgraced each one of 
them. As J. H. Herton he robbed four 
banks and Pinkerton now has a reward of 
$1,000 offered for him.

Or, if having found its way there 
accidentally, it would not have met with 
prompter correction than has been aceorded 
Admiral Semmes and his associat2s.

THE PUBLIC HIGHWAY TO THE 
FLORIDA LINE? 


The Struggle Before the Legislature Over the 
of the Maconand Covington Road—The Figat 
Lod by Major Bacon~Henry J. Lamar’s 
Income~The: Major's Proposition.

Last night the railroad committee of the 
house met in the senate chamber to resume the 


consideration of the bill to confirm the charter of 


the Macon and Covington railroad, 
The charter of the Macon and Covington road was 
regularly granted by the secretary of state under 


} the general laws of Georgia, and authorizes the 
construction of the road via Macon to the Florida 


line. 


The confirmation of the charter is fought by what 
is known as the |“Tharpe’ charter people, who 


originally held the “Lane” charter, and who, 


though operating under the Tharpe charter, claim 
' the franchises of the Lane charter. 


The senate chamber was well filled with mem- 
bers of the committee and spectators. 

Among those present were Major A. O. Bacon, ¢x- 
Senator Gustin, Mr. Sparks and Mr. Henry J. Ia 
mar, representing the Tharpe charter, and Hon. 
Nat Harris and Mr. Hangon, of Macon; Judge 
Thomas, of Athens, and Mr. Machen, representing 
the Macon and Covington people. 

MAJOR BACON SPEAKS. 

Major Bacon, representing the Tharpe cherter, 
opened the argument. 

He said the very fact that the Macon and Coving- 
ton people stated that they simply wanted the priv- 
ilege of building a railroad throngh Georgia with- 
out asking the people of Georgia for any donations, 
was calculated to ie Te 
granting the charter. He claime 
euch a Charter great injustice would be done to 
others. The attempt of the Macon and Covington 


people, wag, he sald, to deprive of the- fruits of 


their efforts those who have already been author- 
ized by the laws of the state to carry out the en- 
terprise. The effort, he said, was to stop an enter- 
prise already undertaken. 

The purpose was not to confer upon Georgia that 
which could not be conferred by others without the 
grant of the proposed charter. | 

Major Bacon proceeded to give a history of the 
Lane charter and the operations had underit, In 
1851 Colonel A. J. Lane conceived the idea of con- 
structing a railroad through Houston, Dooly, Worth 
and Lowndestothe Florida line, and thence to 
Lake City, to connect with the railroad system of 
Florida. Major Bacon was selected,by Colonel 
Lane ag his attorney. In the spring of 1551 Cofonel 
Lane 

RESIGNED HIS SEAT 
in the legislature to accept a railroad offer in 
Louisiane. In 1882 he returned to Georgia 
and his railroad enterprise was again agitated, and 
in 1883, after making several trips to New York, he 
determhined to procure acharter and attempt the 
construction of the road. In 1883, Colonel Lane 
asked Major Bacon to procure the charter under 
the general law of the state which had been 
in torce fer two years. Major Bacon sent 
out the necessary advertisements to the 
different papers to be published for three months. 
At the expiration of the three months, when the 
advertisements were collected as proof for the sec- 
retary of state, it was found that one editor had 
made a mistake, and the publication had to be 
made overagain. That caused a delay of three 
months. In March,

without means, in the hands of men without . 
ness capacity and without personal meas, or as 
stated by one of the genflemen who addressed th 
committee the other night ‘“‘without bottom.”’ 

Major Bacon denounced the assertions as untrue. 
He said no one would dare to say there had been 
anything like 500 hands at work on the line below 
Macon. He said he had a dispatch froma man in 
New York, stating.that Mr. Machen, the prime 
méver in the Macon and Covington road, had stated 
that he had 

500 HANDS EMPLOYED 
in the construction of the road south of Macon. 

Mr. Harris—Wili you read that dispatch? — 

" Major Bacon—Yes, right now; give it to mae, Mr. 
Sparks. 

Mr. Sparks handed over the dispatch, and Major 
Bacon read the following from Oliver W. Barnes, of 
New York, under date of December 7, to W. 8B. 


Sparks: 

“E. C. Machen stated to me in my office here, in 
October, that he had a charter for his proposed ex- 
tegsion south of Macon to Florida, that. he had five 
hundred men at work on the Hine immediately 


south’of Macon; that he. had obtained the right of 


way and had negotiated thirty-six hundred thou- 
sand dollars of bonds in the pe yosed road at par, 
and was going on at once with the construction of 
the whole road.”

the public roads to his suggestion of ay experte 
mental farm. The messace itself affords a strong 
argument ip favor of the road-working experiment,’ 
ang says thatif a feasible plan should be adopted 
by the legislature, it wil! meet the governor's hearty 
concurrence. He says that the macadamizing of 
the public. roads would cnormousiy increase the 
value of the farms and lands along their line, ang 
become a potential agency in developing the see. 
tiens through which they would pass, furnishing 
transportation facilities scarcely inferior fa valug 
to well equipped railroads. Thisis manifestly ay 
true, and we believe its admission wil! be suficiens 
to convince the people of the state that they could 
not better employ the labor of the convicts 

The governor mentions two difficulties which he 
apprehends would be encountered in thus empioye 

ing the convicts. One is the expense of the system, 
and the other is the contention between thesevyeral 
sections of counties for priority in the macadamize 
ing ofthe roads. To the first of these o)jections, wa 
may reply that the cost to the people certainly 
could not be greater than the cost of the present 
inefficientand ridiculous system of road working, 
which reguires of each able-bodied man five or six 
days Gay’s workin the year, or a penu'ty of three 
dollars for failure to work. Ifall of this expense 
could be computed, making a fair estirmaateof value 
to each man ofhisttime thus spent, the aggregate 
would be so large as to be startling. 
From the Govington, Ga., Star. 

The Star would suggest that the law be sg 
framed as to allow the convicts to be parcelled ont 
to the various counties of the state in squads of 
forty or fifty, according to the number of milesof 
public roads in the county, and they be used for 
macadamiziug the public roads commencing at 
the courthouse and going out to the county line ig 
every direction. The county authorities should 
feed, clothe, guard, and otherwise maintain, such 
convictsaslongasthey are employed in theres 
spective counties, The state should furnish the 
convicts to the connties free of cost for their labor, 
and the counties should bear all the expense of 
maintaining them in return for their services. 

Of course there would not be convicts enough 
supply all the counties in the state at the sama 
time; but they could be parcelled out as far as they 
would go, and when they were done the work ig 
one county they could be moved into another, 
There are probably 1,300 convicts in the state, and 
by giving fifty to a county, twenty-six counties 
would thus be supplied at ones, As to which coun 
ties should be supplied first that would be a matter 
for the authoritiesto arramge by agreement. If 
might be done by congressional districts or othere 
wise. It would perhaps require two years to Come 
plete the macadizing of the public roads in oné 
county, and the others would haye to wait till 
their turn came, which would be much better thag 
never to have their roads macadamized at allj 

By this plan, in.a few years, Georgia would have 
the finest system of public roads of any state in the 
south. We believe the whole people ofthe state 
would be.more benefitted by the. use of the convict 
labor in this way than by any other means by 
which they can be used. The Star has always fa« 
vored the use ofthe convicts upon the pubiie 
works, and we are more convinced of the necessity, 
of their use in that way now than ever before. 

The cost of maintaining fifty convicts while at 
work ina county, would not be very great, and 
should be paid by a tax levied equally upon every 
person subject to road duty in the Gounty.

He said thatthe 
tendency was in the direction of high license, 
and he was willing to make the license high. 

Mr. Vining, of Morgan, opposed the amend- 
ment. He thought fifty dollars suflficiently 
high license. To make it higher would make 
it a hardship on dealers. 

Mr. Glenn, of Whitfield, said that he was in 
favor of the amendment. The license was a 
tax upon a luxury, a thing it were better 
should be banished from the state 
forever. The tax would not fall 
upon the dealer, it would fall 
upon the people who supported hirm. 
He did not think a tax of one hundred dollars, 
would help prohibition, but if s0, he would be 
giad of it. 

Mr. Gordon, of Chatham, deprecated the dis- 
cussion. It was simply going over the ground 
of the debate on the local optien bill. This 
was a tax bill, not a local option bill. The dis 
cussion once begun, it might goon for a year. 
He based his opposition to the amendment on 
the fact that the local option bill served the 
purpose intended by the amendment to better 
efiect. When making a state tax, it should be 
aj plicable to every section of the state. 

r. Glenn thought a liquor license worth 
more now than when liquor could be sold in 
every county in the state. 

Mr. Gordon agreed to the proposition, but 
insisted that fifty dollars Was 
su ficient. He spoke for his own 
county, in which liquor dealers dealt for 
the people of their county only. It would be 
unjust to placea prohibitory tax upon such 
dealers. The foreign population was opposed 
tosuch atax. The German population, for in- 
stance, denied the right of anybody to om! what 
they should drink and what they should not 
drink. What was fair in one section of the 
state might not be fair to another. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, said that he re- 
grctted that the gentleman from Chatham had 
thrust the prohibition question into the discus- 
sion. He favored the amendment, on the 
ground that as far as possible, taxes should be 
raised from luxuries, and also becanse a whisky 
license was worth more now than formerly. 

’ Mr. Tate,cf Pickens, called the previous 
question on the amendment, and the call was 
susiained.

CIVIL SUITS. 


The Bill Introduced by Request of the Bar 
Association, 


By request of the Bar association of Georgia, 
Mr. Berner, of Monroe, introduced in the 
hcuse last Friday, a bill to provide a uniform 
mode of procedure in civil suits. The bill, al- 
though lengthy, will be of interest to lawyers 
ai d to all_others having business in the courts. 
The following is a copy 

An act, to be entitled an act to provide a uniform 
mode of procedure in civil suiis, except as herein 
provided. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, that the superior courts of 
this state, on the trial of any civ? case therein, 
shall give effect to all the rights of the parties, legrl 
or equitable or both, and apply, on such trial, rem- 
edies or relief, legal or equitable or both, in favor of 
either party, such as the nature of the case may 
allow orrequire, In any case where there is a cot 
fi ct between the principles of law and equity, the 
pinciples of equity shall prevail. 

Bec. 2. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That hereafter all civil suits begun ina 
superior courtof this state, founded on a legal or 
equitable cause of action, for a legal or equitable 
remedy or both, shall be commenced by a petition 
addressed to said court, which shall set forth the 
cavse of action, legal or equitable or both, which is

‘|? S. LEWIS BURNED OUT. 


A BIG AND DANGEROUS FIRE ON 
ALABAMA STREET YESTERDAY. 


Lewis's Cracker Fectory at 66 to 42 Alabama Street 
Catches Fire-The Buiiding Batly Damaged~ 
Mr. Lewis's Macsinery Injured and His 
Stoek Ruined—Some Bificient Work. 


T. S. Lewis, the cracker manufacturer, at 54, 
5€, 58, 60 and 62 Alabama street, was burned 
out yesterday morning, and his place is now in 
the hands of the insurance adjusters. 

The fire would have been the most disasterous 
that has visited Atlanta in years but for the 
hard, prompt and efficient work of the fire de- 
partment. About ten minutes before five 
o'clock yesterday morning, Pat McCullough, 
the night watchman at Jones’s livery stable, 
was standing near the stable and noticed a 
bright light in the direction of the union pas- 
senger depot. At first he thought that it was 
the electric lights, but in a second saw that it 
was too red, and started towards Alabama 
street to mvestigate. As he reached the corner 
he saw 

A BRIGHT BLAZE 
leaping through the roof of the Brown block. 
Through the windows he- could see the red 
flames on the first and second floors, while 
heavy clouds of black smoke were emerging 
from the openings. About the same time Mr. 
Will Jack. who bad just reached his bakery 
made the same discovery, and the two gen- 
tlemen burried to the nearest box and sent in 
the alarm. The fixe department responded 
with promptness, and when Chief Joyner 
reached the building he quickly saw that he 
hed a big battle to fight. The roof of the 
building was on fire half over its entire sur- 
face, while the floors below, to the basement, 
were lending fuel to the flames. The 
FIRE WAS UNUSUALLY HOT, 
and with it was smoke so black and abundant 
that work appeared impossible nearit. Lewis 
factory isin a block of buildings exteuding 
without a break from Loyd to Pryor street, and 
Chief Joyner determined quickly to confine the 
flames to the portion in which they originated 
as he could not save fihat portion. His men 
went to work with that quickuess 
and zeal which has characterized the depart- 
ment since its reorganization. Water was 
thrown upon the hot blaze only to come back 
upon the firemen in volumes of hot, - scalding 
steam. Foremost among the fighting firemen 
was Chief Joyner, and as the smoking steam 
struck his face he closed his eyes for a second 
and yelled to the men: 
~ “Come on, boys; we'll be on topina minute. 
Give ber the water.” 
FIGHTING THE FIRE WITH A WILL. 

Tho men answered with a will, and ina few 
seconds the deluge conquered enough to give 
the firemen a better chance. Streams were 
thrown on from every advantageous place, and 
as the chief hurried from age to point, direct- 
ing the work, he quickly observed that he 
was gaining ground on the fire. The 
work was kept up for a half hour or more, and 


| when the last spark was outed the tired, wet 


smoke-begrimed ffiremen cut off the water, 
Laving accomplished the best piece of work 
ever seen in the south. 

MR. LEWisd ARRIVES, 

Immediately after the fire was discovered a 
messenger was sent for Mr. Lewis. He came 
to the building as fast as he could, but found 
everything ruined. The place was wet from 
roof to basement, and on all sides were charred 
pieces of timber used in the building. -He saw 
that nothing could be saved, and turned his at- 
tention to his office. His books and papers 
were all right, and after assuming charge of 
these he closed the doors for the insurance men. 

The extentof the damage can hardly be 
ascertained. 

On the basement floor was $15,000 worth of 
machinery, boxes for packing goods, flour, 
sugar, ete. On the first or ground floor was a 
large ‘supply of 

GOODS READY PACKED 

for shipment, while the scecond floor was used 
asayacking room. The fire, it is presumed, 
began in the basement, and following through 
the fines extended to the top floor and attacked 
the roof. The roof was more extensively 
burned than any other portion of the building 
which appears rather remarkable, as the fire 
started. so it is presumed, in the basement. The 
second tloor was considerably burned, too. Mr. 
Lewis had a steck of about $10.000 on hand, 
which is of no value now, as water and smoke 
will ruin crackers, sugar and flour en- 
ively. The machinery and stock 
are valued at #25,000 and are insured for $8,000, 

‘the building belonged to Senator Brown, 
and was insured. It will require $18,000 to 
put it in the condition it was. 

MR. LEWIS S ESTIMATED LOSS, 

Mr. Lewis was asked how much he thought 
he was damagcd and answered: | 

“IT have no idea. My machinery was all 
first-class, but some of it wasold. I have no 
idea how much of it has been ruined, but I am 
ratisfied that it would take $15,000 to replace 
it. However, some of it may be in condition 
to use.”’ 

“How is your stock 7” 

“TIT had about $10,000 worth of stock. It was 
sugar, flour and manufactured goods, and I 
zuess it is entirely ruined.” 

“You were insured ?” 

“Yes: IL had eight thousand dollars. Four 
thousand with Angier & Meody, but I do not 
know the companies, and $4,000 with the Pa- 
tillos.”’ 

“How long before you will resume?’ 

“ITecan’ttell. lam told that it will take at 
cast two wecks for the building to be repaired, 
ind I can’t do much until then. ‘This will fall 
uite heavily just now as it interferes with my 
(Christmas trade.”
